I beg  to  present  my  Report  f or  1947  on 
the  Health  L Sanitary  Condition  of  the  District, 
This  is  the  39th  report  for  the  District  as  a 
Sanitary  Authority  in  itself  for  in  future , ^ the 
District  v;ill  be  absorbed  into  a County  Diviponal 
Area  for  which  report  on  the  Sanitary  Conditions 
of  this  Area  will  be  included  in  the  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Division. 


Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

Cotton  weaving  is  the  main  industry  of 
the  district  and  during  1947  all  the  weaving  sheds 
Vifere  in  production  to  their  full  extent  so  that 
employees  were  regularly  employed  although  there 
seems  to  be  a reduction  in  the  nmnDers  so  employed. 
The  Sough  Bridge  and  Grove  Mills  have  gone  out  of 
cotton  production  and  are  nov\r  occupied  b^'  now 
industries  which  are  likely  to  be  of  benefit  to 
the  district  as  a v^hole  , 

New  housing  is  necessary  for  the  influx 
of  these  new  industries  and  additional  houses  v^ill 
be  erected  to  meet  demands  . Otherwise  housiii;^ 
conditions  have  been  satisfactory  and  sufficient 
to  meet  all  demands.  When  labour  and  euilding 
material  are  readily  available  tnese  now  needs 
v/ill  be  met . 


Dairy  farming  is  carried  out  in  the 
outlying  parts  of  the  district  and  there  is  an 
abundant  supply  of  milk  and  other  farm  proauci-s 
for  the  inhabitants. 
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The  figure  of  the  eatimated  population 
lor  mid  1947  is  given  by  tho  Registrar  Gv^noral  as 
5,069  and  the  statistics  in  the  Report  are  based 
on  that  figure. 


There  has  been  no  outstanding  conditions 
in  the  incidence  ol  disease  to  be  noted  and 
Sanitary  development  has  been  negligiole. 

The  health  of  the  inhabitants  has  been 
generally  good.  Tho  number  ol  deaths  has  been 
preponderantly  high  in  people  ovor  GO  years  of  age 
and  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  strain  of  the 
early  post  war  years  and  by  the  reduced  standard 
of  living. 


Little  infoctious  disease  has  been  noted 
in  children  attending  School  and  the  attendance  at 
School  has  been  good  and  regular. 

Tho  co-operation  of  the  Council  Staff  ha 
been  notev/orthy  during  the  year.

I have  pleasure  in  suomittlny  my  third 
Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Administration  of 
the  district  for  the  year  1947. 


In  the  main  routine  duties  have  proceeded 
smoothly  but  it  is  becoming  extremely  difficult  to 
get  repairs  carried  out  to  existing  property  due 
mainly  to  lack  of  materials  rather  than  labour 
dif f icultie  s . 

Much  time  has  been  spent  on  the  inter- 
viovi'ing  of  applicants  for  housing  accorm.-ndation  L 
many  families  arc  living  in  untenable  conditions 
due  to  acute  housing  shortage  out  very  little 
overcrowding  v;as  noted  due  to  the  rehousing  of 
families  in  temporary  hutments  in  the  district. 

Calls  on  the  ambulance  have  been  verv 
heavy  and  has  called  for  much  care  in  arranging 
the  transportation  of  patients  with  a minimum  of 
delay.  The  close  co-operation  between  the  Earby 
and  Barnoldsv^ick  Health  Dex^artmont s relative  to 
the  amoulancc  servic^^  is  reflected  in  the  degree 
of  efficiency  maintained. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  tender  my  thanks 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Coimiittee 
for  their  support  during  the  year  and  to  also 
express  my  thanks  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
my  assistant  Mr. A. H. Kay,  Officials,  staff  and 
v7orkmcn  for  their  assistance  at  all  times.

This  service  v/as  adr.iinisterod  as 
efficiently  as  in  the  past  although  it  v/as  realised 
that  a new  ambulance  would  be  required  as  quickly 
as  possible  0 The  Council’s  old  ambulance  yave 
rise  to  many  anxious  moments  in  the  running  of  the 
service  as  the  vehicle  was  very  old  and  obsolete „ 

A new  ambulance  v;as  ordered  by  the  Council  in  July 
1946  and  due  to  the  i/ifest  Riding  County  Comicil 
taking  over  the  ambulance  services  in  accordance 
with  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1936  the  new 
ambulance  was  delivered  to  Earby  on  loan  from  the 
County  Council  on  10th  Novombor  this  year. 

During  the  year  the  ambulance  made  253 
journeys,  an  increase  of  144  on  last  years  total  of 
139,  The  total  mileage  run  was  8,455  miles  whilst 
last  year  the  ambulance  covered  only  3,807  miles. 

These  large  increases  in  the  number  of 
patients  carried  and  the  mileage  run  gives  much 
food  for  thought  although  it  was  expected  that 
heavier  demands  would  be  made  on  the  service  after 
it  became  free  on  1st  October,  p’roni  the  records 
kept  hov/ever,  it  is  apparent  that  no  liberties 
have  been  mado  by  the  transporting  of  non- ambulance 
cases,  -lor  the  sharp  increase  was  apparent  before 
October,  The  higher  incidence  of  disease,  the 
heavier  demands  for  specialist  treatment  at 
hospitals  or  the  lo\:ored  vitality  and  power  of 
rocuxjeration  may  be  possible  causes  for  these 
increased  demands. 

The  ambulance  driver’s  duties  have  been 
almost  a full  time  occupation  and  heavier  calls 
have  also  been  made  on  the  St.  Jolin’s  Ambulance 
CorxDS  for  voluntary  ambulance  attendants.  Delay 
v/as  experienced  in  a number  of  instances  in 
obtaining  such  attendants  but  the  system  has 
operated  fairly'  v/ell  considering  the  voluntary 
nature  of  the  duties.

Ho  change  in  methods  of  collection  or 
disposal  were  made  during  the  year  although  at 
certain  periods  the  fortnightly  collection  period 
v/as  not  maintained  as  tne  reiuse  collecting 
vehicle  was  engaged  on  other  duties  relative  to  the 
maintainence  of  roads.

collection  is  at  fault.  This  trouble  was  forseen 
earlj  on  in  the  year  and  a full  report  was 
submitted  to  the  Committee  recoLmieno-ing  the 
purchase  of  a new  and  properlp'  designed  refuse 
vehicle,  the  inauguration  of  a v/eekly^  collection 
of  refuse  and  salvage  and  the  collection  of  trade 
refuse.  The  Coimaittee  gave  careful  c onsioerabion 
to  the  Report  and  the  ma.tter  was  deferred  for 
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future  consideration o 


Horse  transport  v/as  a^ain  utilised  "but 
tho  len^^th  of  the  haul,  the  distance  to  the  tip  and 
the  hill'^  nature  of  the  district  does  not  lend 
itself  to  this  kind  of  transport.

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  tip 
remained  free  from  cricket  infestation  tiu’oughout 
the  year  although  the  surmior  weather  v/as  one  of  the 
hottest  on  record.  Ho  sign  of  rat  infestation 
v/as  found  at  any  time  .

The  tonna^jeof  v/aste  paper  collected 
during  the  year  avera;,es  -J-  ton  per  1^000  population 
per  month  and  this  figure  has  been  constant  during 
the  latter  months,  A fortnlghtl3'  collection  is 
not  ideal  as  many  people  are  not  so  salvage 
conscious  as  to  store  paper  for  this  period. 

However  until  a more  frequent  collection  is

discussing  its  revision.  The  administration  of 
the  scheme  and  the  interviewing  of  applicants  has 
entailed  a considerable  amount  of  work  and  the 
many  human  problems  involved  has  called  for  much 
care  and  understanding.
